How have we fared? Fairly well! From our beginning in 1934-35, we have grown to in excess of 
5500 fully paid members. 
Whither are we going? “There’s the rub”—and the real issue! Organizations have flourished for 
short times in the past—then died, the same old reasons since time began:— 
INADEQUATE OBJECTIVES 
WEAK LEADERSHIP 
LACK OF COORDINATION 
A STUMBLING ECONOMY 
There they are: Cause—Direction—Understanding—Finance! If we were strong in them all, we'd 
have the perfect society. 
Can we strengthen all four? 
The answer is a firm and strong “YES”! 
HOW!! 
OBJECTIVES—We cannot seriously improve on objectives—but let us “hew to the line’, and not be 
diverted. We are not a technical society, so do not take up and discuss technical subjects. Our field is 
‘ public welfare and collective advancement; better understanding of our profession by public and em- 
ployer: more nearly adequate recognition and compensation; protection against encroachment by trade 
and sub-professional groups: uniform legislation; higher educational requirements; closer cooperation 7 
with Examining and Registration Bodies, with educational societies, with other professional organizations 
in engineering, and with other professions—Medicine, Law, Teaching, Ministry, Architecture, Account- 


ing! 

LEADERSHIP—We have had good individual leadership thus far, but there must be an automatic, con- 
tinuing participation in society affairs by those who understand our aims and have worked for them. Re- 
tiring presidents must be retained as active board members. Presidents of State Societies must be members 
of the National deliberative body! Electing a director who may. or may not, be thoroughly familiar 
with his own State’s problems. is not enough! We are losing our National Executive Secretary, through 
resignation. We must find a new secretary-—young, active, aggressive, thoroughly imbued with our ideals. 
as was the one who is presently leaving us. Our new President is one of whom we can be proud, and 
one who will lead us with sound judgment and patience. But we must not permit each succeeding 
leader to drop from view. and thus lose the benefit of his experience. Then, let us look forward to groom- 
ing new leaders: coming from the newer societies—the great progressive western states. Our leadership 
is within our own control, and we must keep the standard high! 

COORDINATION—Our very strength of organization may, through misunderstanding, become our 
greatest weakness. We are a congress of state societies. The States of our Nation had a terrible misunder- 
standing, which caused a Civil War. Our Society has held to the principle of “states rights’—each 
state society with autonomy—nothing forcing it to be directed by National. Yet, because of this lack of 


direction from a central head, some states go off on tangents and are misunderstood by the others. ; 

There must be some compromise between “autonomy” and “direction”. Our strength is in our common 4 
cause. 


ECONOMY—A much abused word, but by us is meant “Society Finance”. Nothing can ruin a movement 
faster than lax, or weak. finance We have operated efficiently within our budget, but how much more 
effective we could be, how much stronger the profession would be. with more nearly adequate funds! 
The National Society would sufficiently justify its existence with an increased budget—as would most of 
the state societies. Another $1.00 per member per year would be the means of rendering a much better 
service to the state societies—on legislation—on magazine—on contact with national headquarters! And 
the same is true within some of the states on finance. Let us not be blind to the fact that in our system 
of economy a sound business cannot be conducted without adequate working capital obtained from living 
within one’s means.

The minutes of the meeting of Oct. 28, 1939 were 
adopted as read and without change as originally drafted 
and distributed to all State Societies.

A verbal report was made by Past 
President Sheridan and Vice-President Riedel concerning 
the meeting of Dec. 15th held at A. S. C. E. headquarters 
in New York City. They reported that it was the con- 
census of that meeting that a study of salaries and classi- 
fications should be made to determine the possibility of 
developing schedules acceptable to the entire engineering 
profession, and that the junior positions would receive 
early consideration. Those represented at the Conference 
pee, A.A. E., N.S. P.E., A.S.C A. A.1. 

By-Laws. Inasmuch as N.S. P. E. does not have “By- 
laws” Director Allen recommended that the new adminis- 
tration have same drafted including a provision as to mem- 
bership, defining “good standing.” 

Convention. President Ford advised that due to un- 
foreseen conflicting interests on the dates set for the 
National Convention scheduled to be held in Cincinnati 
January 25, 26 and 27, 1940, that the time and place should 
be changed to February 8, 9, and 10, 1940, at the Deshler- 
Wallick Hotel, Columbus, Ohio, and the Convention held 
jointly with the Ohio Society of Professional Engineers.

National Secretary Resigns to Assume 
Private Practice 


Willard S. Conlon 


Willard S. Conlon, an officer of the National Society of 
Professional Engineers since its inception and one of its 
founders, has resigned as Executive Secretary effective 
January 31, 1940. Mr. Conlon was the first treasurer of the 
Society, which office he held during 1934 and 1935, and its 
executive secretary since 1935. 

Mr. Conlon established the Washington office in May 1935, 
and directed the Society’s affairs since that time. He handled 
public relations and legislative matters and was also Wash- 
ington correspondent and business manager of the AMERICAN 
ENGINEER. 

Since 1935 Mr. Conlon directed the promotion and organi- 
zation of sixteen State Societies of Professional Engineers 
and secured their affiliation with N. S. P. E. Prior to coni- 
ing with N. S. P. E. he was City Engineer of Stamford, 
Connecticut. As Administrator of Public Works there, he 
effected economies which resulted in substantial reduction 
of taxes. 

During the pioneer days of talking pictures he was Assist- 
ant Manager and Acting Manager of the foreign division 
of R. C. A. Photophone. For many years he was connected 
with public utilities and consulting engineers on engineering 
investigations, constructiOn, design and appraisals of utilities 
and industrial properties throughout the United States. He 
was at times connected with Coverdale and Colpitts, Ford, 
Bacon and Davis of New York, and Jackson and Moreland 
of Boston. During the war he served in the Submarine 
Force of the U. S. Navy, and after the war he was electrical 
instructor for the War Department. 

Mr. Conlon is a member of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers, American Institute of Electrical Engineers, Past 
President of the Connecticut Society of Professional En- 
= National Director, Maryland Society of Professional 

ngineers, and is affiliated with several other engineering 
organizations He is a registered professional engineer in 
New York, Connecticut and with the National Bureau of 
Engineering Registration. After February 1, 1940, Mr. 
Conlon will be established as a Consulting Engineer, with 
offices in Stamford, Connecticut, and in the National Press 
Building, Washington, D. C.

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The Engineer and Society 


Address Given Before the Passaic County Engineering Society 
A Component of the New Jersey Society of Professional Engineers, Inc. 
By OLIVER WILLS TUTHILL

When your Program Chairman wrote to me asking me 
to talk tonight he mentioned as a topic “The Social Side of 
Engineering.” Being in rather a quandary as to just what 
he meant, I called him and he discoursed at length in a 
nebulous manner on something I couldn’t seem to compre- 
hend. Finally, he said that he’d like the talk to point out 
some of the weaknesses that are noticeable amongst those in 
the engineering profession, and if I had any difficulty de- 
termining just what they are, I could easily firid them by 
using myself as an exhibit. 

A discussion dealing with the social side of engineering 
could confine itself to the importance of recreation of a 
social nature to those in our profession. In its broader 
sense, however, it could deal with our relation to society in 
general and the changing conditions affecting this relation- 
ship, also to the need for an understanding of society on 
the part of those dealing largely with scientific and factual 
data. Tonight I am going to attempt to look at this ques- 
tion from its broader implications and it would seem to me 
that the situation might possibly be phrased in the form of 
two questions. 

Do we as engineers—as men dealing largely with fac- 
tual and exact data—take the time to absorb the 
necessary knowledge and develop the necessary at- 
titudes so that we fit as human members of and 
recognize our responsibilities to society? 

Is it important that we be able to do so? 

I had lunch the other day with a friend who is in the 
advertising business. | told him I had been requested to 
say a few words here tonight and wondered if he had any 
suggestions. At the word engineer I could see a dark look 
come over his face, as though he’d just sighted someone 
who planned to snatch his meal, and then he blurted out, 
“T know what I’d say—I'd tell them plenty.”” This sounded 
like an interesting opening so I asked him what he meant. 
Well it seems he’d worked out an advertising program he 
thought was pretty good. Then the engineers started pick- 
ing it apart. They took out all the nice, colorful words and 
qualified each statement for absolute accuracy and exact- 
ness of definition. He was wild. They couldn’t seem to 
realize that the truth cannot always be conveyed to the 
public by stating it exactly. What did he mean by that? 
Well, he meant the engineers insisted upon so many quali- 
fying statements, which were undoubtedly necessary from 
their viewpoint, but which expressed in a public state- 
ment would so discourage the average reader that he never 
would finish it, and so all publicity value would be lost. 

There is no doubt but that my friend was somewhat un- 
fair and was displaying the same lack of appreciation of 
the other man’s viewpoint that he criticized in the engineers. 

Apparently the viewpoints of my advertising friend and 
the engineers were about as far apart as two Western Elec- 
tric Co. engineers who were engaged in a good-natured 
argument on the relation of baldness to mental ability. The 
bald man was trying to persuade his friend, who was well 
covered on top, that he was bald because his brain was so 
active that the amount of blood required for nourishment 
left none to help out the hair. His well-covered friend re- 
plied the baldness was simply the result of so many ideas 
having passed over his head. 
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Seriously, however, it seems as though there may be 
a germ of truth in my advertising friend’s indictment. 


Make no mistake about it, engineering is one of the most 
important influences in the development of civilization and 
the service it has given to society has originated from the 
individual and collective effort of professional engineers 
who, probably more than any other group, best express that 
training in mental discipline and an analytical way of 
thinking that are so essential to a continued expansion of 
man’s knowledge. But as our profession deals largely with 
factual data, we sometimes unwittingly tend to develop a 
bias against those things that are inexact and non-logical, 
and goodness knows that a great deal of life in general is 
anything but exact and logical. Thus we may at times 
unintentionally feel somewhat above an advertising man, 
or someone in the sales business whose livelihood is based 
almost entirely on his ability to persuade others. The im- 
portant thing about this is that such a bias frequently acts 
as a dam to the acquisition of those things that are essential 
if we are going to live and work in a world constituted as 
it is. We can be very intelligent and very capable, but if 
we can’t persuade others that we are—that our ideas are 
worth trying—our intelligence and capabilities have little 
weight in the world of practical affairs. 

A top-notch boxer was once persuaded by his friends 
to take up golf. So for the first time he walked out on a 
tee, teed up his ball, took a driver, tried a few practice 
swings, and then drove the ball a terrific smash. It went 
straight down the fairway, rolled onto the green, up to the 
cup, and in for a hole in one. His friends were aghast, but 
without showing undue sign of emotion, he walked up to 
the second tee, teed up his ball, took his driver, tried a few 
practice swings, and then gave the ball a tremendous clout. 
This time, however, it was a bad slice. The ball carried off 
the fairway, hit a tree, bounced back on the edge of the 
fairway, hit a rock, bounced up on the green, rolled up to 
the cup, around the cup, and finally dropped in. Well, this 
fellow brushed his hand across his forehead and said, ‘‘Good 
Lord,—I almost missed.” 

All too frequently we, as engineers, attempt to use con- 
cepts and measurements in the field of human affairs that 
it is necessary for us to use within our profession. In those 
cases where we have done this successfully it has frequently 
been a matter of nothing but luck. 


For example, let’s look at the advertising man. To be 
successful in his field, and this point is often not recognized, 
a non-logical and intuitive intellect of no mean type is re- 
quired. From the mathematical point of view that it is 
necessary for us to use, two plus two always make four. 
But in the world of human affairs two plus two do not 
ordinarily make four. For instance, take the case of a 
youngster buying ice cream sodas. He might buy one 
soda, two sodas or more but the more he buys the less 
satisfaction he will obtain from each successive soda un- 
less the time intervals between his purchases are rather 
long. In the world of people this situation is always with 
us—concrete objects are mixed with satisfactions, likes 
and dislikes and the successful salesman, publicity man 
or politician can bridge the gap between material objects 
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and such human intangibles. He can recognize and ap- 
peal to the attitudes, emotions, and other things which 
result in the actions of human beings. To be able to do 
this requires a good intellect. 

As another illustration of the danger of applying mathe- 
matics to the world of people take any case where a group 
of individuals are involyed in an organization. The 
amount of work they do will probably exceed what they 
would accomplish if working individually as this would 
be necessary in order to justify the organization. But 
their work as an organization will be a variable depending 
upon many factors such as whether their supervision is 
good or poor, whether they get along well together and 
whether the physical and psychological conditions under 
which they work are good. The world of human affairs 
is marked by inexactness. 

Conversely, engineering work is necessarily largely 
based on exactness and formal reasoning. We do not iiave 
to allow for, except indirectly, the human factor. Pain- 
staking accuracy is necessary in our profession—our equip- 
ment must function properly and there must be a strict 
control of costs—in any organization the addition of many 
small unnecessary expenditures may spell the difference 
between profit and loss. Unwittingly as a result there is 
sometimes the tendency for us unconsciously to view life 
at large in the light of our training—in the light of exact- 
ness and of logic and possibly to develop a bias against 
phenomena such as salesmen and politicians. 

Vilfredo Pareto, who was one of the Italian engineers 
responsible for the electrification of the Italian railways, 
devoted the latter part of his life to the study of sociology 
and applied to that field, possibly for the first time on a 
large scale the scientific method of collecting facts, tying 
them into related bundles and working inductively to a 
general hypothesis which could then be tested against 
further facts. In his treatise ‘““The Mind and Society’’ he 
demonstrates at length that the institutions of society from 
time immemorial have been based upon non-logical mo- 
tives hidden by dense clouds of reasons. Much of the 
error we notice in daily life results from our believing that 
individuals are basing their actions on logical reason when 
it is well-nigh impossible for them to do so. 

To summarize—we in our work deal largely with factual 
and inanimate data interpreting it largely through the 
use of formal reasoning. Because of this we sometimes un- 
intentionally develop a bias against those things that don’t 
appear to be intellectual—such as persuasion or salesman- 
ship. But the successful salesman possibly intuitively rec- 
ognizing the non-logical characteristics of life at large is 
able to bridge the gap between objects and human beings 
and to be able to do this requires a keen intellect. If we 
recognize this ability it goes a long ways towards giving 
us a start to an understanding of human beings and this 
understanding is very important to us because in the last 
analysis we are all salesmen and because we have a respon- 
sibility to society for the effects upon it of our scientific dis- 
coveries and their application. 

In the broad sense an understanding of people by engi- 
neers is becoming more and more important but in order 
to point this out it will be necessary to briefly review the 
gradual changes that have influenced our profession. 

From the beginnings of civilization up to about the 
time of the seventeenth century professional engineering 
was largely associated with military activity. But some- 
time after 1600 engineering effort began to be directed 
into purely civil affairs so as to contribute to the welfare 
of people in groups. During the first two or three hundred 
years these professional engineers were largely surveyors 
and constructors. Thus the formation of an early profes- 
sional group was the Institution of Civil Engineers estab- 
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lished in England in 1818. In its charter engineering was 
defined in words which show its scope at that time: “Art 
of directing the great sources of power in nature for the 
use and convenience of man as applied in the con- 
struction of roads, bridges, ports, moles, lighthouses . ig 

In this country following the settlement of the colonies 
up to the nineteenth century the professional engineer was 
also primarily a surveyor and constructor. However, the 
industrial revolution which resulted in the increasing ap- 
plication of power during the 19th century brought with 
it the incentive to develop better factory methods which 
extended the engineer’s field to include that of production. 
This period continued up to about the world war and dur- 
ing that time the present huge automobile industry took 
shape. The war emphasized the necessity of organized 
scientific research to take the place of the heretofore spor- 
adic invention and with the dawn of organized research 
the professional engineer again entered new ground. 

Following the war competition became keener and the 
pressure began to be placed on sales. This period was 
followed by the saturnalia of 1929. New construction was 
stopped and production fell. Unemployment became wide- 
spread. Engineering and science which still have not fully 
recognized their ethical responsibility for the workings of 
their creations upon society was sorted out by many of 
those looking about for something to blame with the result 
that the value of science and engineering have been ques- 
tioned and the accusation made that they were and are 
responsible for the social disorder we see all about us. 

What do they mean by social disorder? They mean the 
engineers have handed society things which society so far 
hasn't organized itself to take. If I give a baby poison to 
play with and the baby inadvertently eats it and dies I 
am to blame. To a certain extent the engineers have un- 
consciously assumed that the rest of the world has the 
intelligence to properly handle the inventions and develop- 
ments they have passed on to it. For example, good roads 
were available in the days of the Roman Empire but no 
social problem was involved in their use as horse-drawn 
vehicles were the most advanced stage of transportation 
available at that time. However, since then the engineer 
has developed the internal combustion engine and there- 
fore our far-flung highways today must be viewed in an 
entirely different light from those of the Romans. There 
is very little to stop a boy of sixteen from driving a car 
at 70 miles per hour through the City of Newark. True, 
he would probably never have a second chance but the 
social problem is there. When one compares the examina- 
tion he must pass in order to obtain his driver’s license 
with the years of training that are necessary before a man 
can become an engineer on any of our railroads it must be 
recognized that society has not yet entirely organized 
itself to properly handle the conditions resulting from the 
widespread use of the automobile. 

On a broader scale the social effects of mass production 
might be cited. The engineer through his development 
of better factory methods has made possible the increas- 
ing use of mass production with a resulting increase in 
the specialization of labor. The effects of this have been 
to enormously increase the standard of living but also to 
make individuals less self-sustaining than they formerly 
were and society less able to obsorb the effects of disloca- 
tions of all types that inevitably occur. Thus mass pro- 
duction has brought with it mass unemployment. Recent 
years have indicated the seriousness of this condition to 
all of us. 

As a final illustration the world situation we are facing 
today could be mentioned. The engineer and scientist have 
released natural forces which have helped to build a highly 
complex technological civilization. But this positive in- 
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crease in the store of knowledge has not been attended by 
a similar improvement in moral and spiritual values. There- 
fore, as evidenced by the current tragedy of another Euro- 
pean war, we find forces that should be used for the better- 
ment of society being used for its destruction. It is 
becoming increasingly apparent that engineering and 
science cannot be divorced from morals and ethics. 

Accordingly it has become more desirable that the engi- 
neer view his work in relation to society at large. It is 
also necessary that he be articulate and have a knowledge 
of the formulation and workings of public opinion so that 
he can protect himself against the many unfair accusations 
that have recently been directed against his profession. 
No longer does he fulfill his duties when he functions only 
as an inventor, designer and constructor. 

A few years ago in a little colored community in the 
Virginia back-country a colored preacher unexpectedly 
came on the scene. As this community had no church he 
decided to stay and he called the natives together and told 
them if they ever wished to taste the sweet joys of heaven 
they better set to work—cut down some trees and build 
a church. The original plans called for only a wooden 
structure without a basement but there was one lanky 
fellow who kept insisting they should have a basement 
with a boiler in the basement—and steam in the boiler to 
keep them all warm because the winters in those parts are 
very cold. Somehow he won his way and by hook and by 
crook the money was raised and a boiler was installed in 
the basement. However the money didn’t stretch far 
enough to allow getting a bell for the steeple and many 
of the congregation were sorely disappointed at this. With 
the church finished the members of the little community 
gathered in it for the first time. It was anything but a 
peaceful session. The fellow who had insisted that a base- 
ment be provided was bubbling over with joy and he kept 
repeating “We've got a boiler in our basement and steam 
in our boiler.” But this did not mollify the spokesman for 
the group who had wanted a bell who kept shouting “We've 
got no bell in our steeple and who ever heard of a church 
with no bell in the steeple.” Most of the congregation, 
however, were overjoyed at what they did have and after 
the confusion caused by the disgruntled group had reigned 
for some time a tall fellow in the rear of the church slowly 
rose to his feet and in a booming voice addressed to the 
preacher said, “You tell that nigger who’s crying about 
no bell in our steeple to put a whistle on the boiler and 
the hell with the bell.” 

To a certain extent we are faced with a situation similar 
to the one encountered by this small community. Most of 
us are not in public relations or sales work where we can 
perhaps unconsciously absorb an understanding of the 
world of people, but while that path may be blocked we can 
consciously absorb such an understanding by recognizing 
that the logical reasoning and mathematical concepts we 
use ordinarily do not apply in the field of human affairs. 
Recognizing this the importance and necessity of persua- 
sion and salesmanship become apparent. Also, the realiza- 
tion that we have a moral obligation to society in seeing 
that society is prepared to handle the environmental 
changes wrought by us. 

What I have attempted to do is to point out what seems 
to me—based on my own experience and that of others 
I have known—a serious weakness within the engineering 
profession and to show why it is becoming ever more im- 
portant that this condition be improved. There are two 
ways I believe this can be done—through study and 
through experience. So far as study is concerned the im- 
portant subjects would seem to be psychology, sociology 
and history—or any other that is centered about man as a 
living organism. In regard to experience a field of tre- 
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mendous potential value at the present time should be that 
of civic affairs where the advice and support of men with 
the engineer's training are sorely needed. In conclusion 
I'd like to quote some recent remarks of Professor Lewis 
of M.I1.T. 

“There sometimes comes to a profession a period of 
outstanding opportunity for human service. Two 
thousand years ago the legal profession found such 
an opportunity in the development of Roman Law. 
To the middle ages, priests and architects were 
able to render a unique service, the value of which 
has persisted long beyond the age that gave it birth. 
The last century has witnessed an extraordinary 
growth and recognition of the function of the 
physician, and the medical profession has taken ad- 
vantage of it to make an unexcelled contribution 
to the development of a finer civilization. Now, 
the signs of the times point to the conclusion that 
the decades immediately ahead will offer the engi- 
neering profession potentialities for service of a 
quality and scope hitherto undreamed.”

PROFESSIONAL UNITY NEEDED 

Little or no doubt exists in the minds of practically all engineers 
that each engineer, irrespective of what branch of the profession 
he is engaged in, is primarily interested in the advancement cf 
his profession. The question naturally raised then is how may 
such progress be accomplished. 

Various engineering organizations were founded apparently for 
such purpose and in the course of time expanded. Some are 
still in existence; others declined and failed. Curiously, there 
seems to be an apparent lack of harmony among exisung organi- 
zations. It would seem logical to contend that such organizations 
having the same fundamental objectives would work together 
harmoniously and produce results beneficial to its members and 
to the profession. 

Viewing the legal and medical professions, we find each has a 
single, strong organization. That the lawyer and doctor are 
deriving benefits from their respective association is rarely denied. 
There are no limitations placed on their membership other than 
they be qualified and admitted to practice. Interested in the 
profession as a whole, but at the same time realizing individual 
gains, the doctors and lawyers have indeed advanced splendidly 
as united groups. It may be that some of the members are dis- 
satisfied, but in the main these two associations are powerful 
enough to command the attention and respect of the public, the 
press, and the legislative and judicial bodies. There is no division 
among doctors or lawyers. Specialists and general practitioners, 
old and young, experienced and inexperienced, successful and un- 
successful, are all working toward one goal— advancement of 
their respective profession. 

Apparently the engineers could profit from a study of these 
professions. Dispersing our interests through the various exist- 
ing organizations, we have failed to attain unity, each group 
going its own way. We fail to realize that it is only through a 
single, solid organization that we may impress the public or com- 
mand any attention at all. While it is frankly admitted that 
some engineering societies have strict membership requirements, 
no word of disparagement should be levelled at them. We honestly 
believe that in such societies, meritorious work should be the 
basis of membership. But what we need more than societies of 
that type is an organization comprised of all the engineers, using 
our combined efforts to achieve what we have miserably failed 
to do in the past—advancement of the engineering profession. To 
succeed means that all engineers must unite in one body. We 
have failed to cooperate in the past and have even become antag- 
onistic towards one another. But such antagonism springs from 
petty differences submerging our primary purpose. To advance 
the interests of one branch or division of engineering will never 
prove advantageous to the profession as a whole, and will ulti- 
mately lead to its collapse or dwindling into oblivion. 

An honest united effort of engineers is sadly needed. Witness 
the many editorials and articles criticising the profession unjustly, 
the erroneous impressions existing in the public mind as to the 
status of the engineer, and the attitude of other professions. 
Every engineer should voice his opinion, every engineering or- 
ganization should discuss sincerely the present position of the 
engineer, all engineers should abandon any semblance of antagon- 
ism toward one another in seeking to join and strengthen one 
society. If necessary, let the various societies and individual 
engineers have a round table discussion. Individually we have 
not reached our objective. but collectively we may. Personal in- 
terests must be set aside only temporarily, for the results of 
unity will be profit for all, flowing naturally from altruistic efforts. 

Let the engineers have a society comprised of all engineers as 
the doctors and lawyers similarly have, and let there be support 
from all members of our profession. Its firm establishment does 
not mean the elimination of honorary societies or any other society 
where requirements are limited, but it does mean advancement 
of our profession. 
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TRI-STATE COMMITTEE MEETS 


Recently there met in Urbana, Illinois for the purpose of dis- 
cussing mutual problems in flood control, pollution abatement, 
conservation and navigation, a committee composed of engineers 
from this area. This committee has jurisdiction over the drain- 
age basins affected by the Rock, Kaskaskia, Big Muddy and 
Illinois Rivers in the States of Indiana, Wisconsin and Illinois, 
and is known as The Upper Mississippi Drainage Basin Com- 
mittee “C,” a regional advisory body of the National Resources 
Planning Board. The committee is made up of engineers from 
the three above mentioned states, one of whom is Engr. Roy 
Biberstine, State Director of the Society.

WESTCHESTER COUNTY CHAPTER OF PROFESSIONAL 
ENGINEERS 


Committee for Investigating the Merits of the 
“Westchester County Control Survey” 
Personnel: G. T. Macbeth, Chairman, Fred C. Brandes, John 
A. Ehler. 
Report to Westchester County 
Chapter of Professional Engineers 


The “Westchester County Control Survey” is a large under- 
taking, started about 1933, with some United States Government 
help, to secure for Westchester County, accurate basic lines and 
points in Westchester County, which would coordinate, or tie in, 
with United States Geodetic Survey points in this latitude and 
longitude. The object of knowing such points would be to have 
basic information for tieing in local surveys, to eliminate gaps 
and lapovers in surveys of land in Westchester County. 

The advantage is apparent in securing accurate surveys to pre- 
vent disputes and law suits with respect to property lines of 
owners. 

As requested by your President, we, your Committee, have in- 
vestigated the merits of the work of the “Westchester County 
Control Survey” and find :— 

1. The base lines of this survey have been coordinated with 
base survey lines and survey points of the United States Govern- 
ment Geodetic Survey. 

2. The work is of the highest type, especial care having been 
exercised and sufficient checking having been made to secure the 
greatest human accuracy. 

3. The work has been carried out in the most direct and 
simplified manner, to obtain the maximum result wanted. 

4. A very large quantity of permanent land marks and monu- 
ments have been set, the maximum distance between any two 
marked or monumented points in the Southern part of West- 
chester County now being one-half mile on traverses. 

The breakdown of the traverses in the Southern part of West- 
chester County is practically complete, but in the Northern part, 
only the main master traverses have been done, and the break- 
down needs to be done. 

This work which is now nearing completion to the second 
step in the program; viz, establishing monuments and markers— 
and maps on file for locating same—should be extended further, 
so as to allow all land surveying in the different municipalities 
in Westchester County, to be able to tie in with this Control 
Survey, and when property lines have been tied in with the 
Control Survey points and lines, with accurate local work, there 
can be no gaps and no overlapping; thus, eliminating possible 
disputes of adjoining property owners and reducing to a minimum, 
the possibility of great legal and court expenses, that may other- 
wise be unavoidable. 

6. We, your Committee, recommend the continuance of this 
work, to a point when the local surveyor can be required to tie 
future surveyed property lines, laid down by him, to this “West- 
chester County Control Survey” at an expense reasonable to the 
customer. 

7. Also to a point where this Control Survey can be made use 
of by all the Municipalities of Westchester County for basic in- 
formation for tieing in street and property lines, and their 
boundary lines. 

8. Also to a point where this Control Survey can be coordinated 
with existing basic survey lines in Westchester County which 
have been in use for a number of years; such as, New York City 
aqueduct lines and railroad lines, and other long right-of-way 
lines. 

9. Also that a small force maintain this very important work, 
or consolidate it with some other maintenance activity or organi- 
zation of the County, so as to keep this “Westchester County 
Control Survey” not only up to date, but so that the maximum 
use can be made of it for the benefit of propery owners of West- 
chester County. 

10. We want to express our thanks to all Westchester County 
Engineers and other employees, especially Messrs. James R; 
Rundell, James M. Duffy, Joseph W. Emerson, George R. Free- 
man, and others, with whom we came in contact; all of whom 
were most courteous and cooperative in assisting your Committee 
in their investigation of the merits of the “Westchester County 
Control Survey.” 
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PROPOSED RESOLUTION FOR SUBMITTING TO THE 
WESTCHESTER COUNTY CHAPTER OF THE NEW 
YORK STATE SOCIETY OF PROFESSIONAL 
ENGINEERS, INC. 


RESOLVED :— 

Whereas a Control Land Survey for Westchester County would 
be of inestimable value to the taxpayers and property owners of 
Westchester in preventing property boundary line disputes and 
possible lawsuits as well as supply a common base survey line 
tor all municipal street and other boundary lines, as well as base 
lines for engineering projects, both public and _ private. 

Whereas, this subject is so little understood by the public at 
large and, therefore, they do not comprehend that the engineer- 
ing profession is helping property owners in this undertaking and 
spending taxpayers’ money, where it will be returned to them 
many times over again. 

Whereas this project is not yet complete and cannot be made 
use of in its entirety, until it is completed, any more than a 
building with three sides can be made use of until its fourth side 
has been completed and the building closed in. 

Whereas a comparatively small amount of money is required to 
complete this project that has already had upwards of one-half 
million dollars already spent on it. 

Whereas all the above facts are clearly set forth in Report and 
Appendix of your Committee, who have investigated the merits 
of the Westchester County Control Survey. 

Therefore, be it resolved that the Westchester County Chapter 
of the New York State Society of Professional Engineers urge 
the proper County officials, that every effort be made to appro- 
priate funds to complete this Control Land Survey of West- 
chester County as expeditiously and economically as possible. 

When Control Survey is completed with sufficient markers or 
monuments, advise the public, by whatever methods are expedient, 
that the Control Survey has been completed and available for 
local surveyors doing land surveying. Tell the public frankly, 
that if this Control Survey is properly used, there will be no more 
gaps or overlaps of their property lines with adjoining property ; 
thus, avoiding property line disputes and possible lawsuits.

NEW BUSINESS 


Report of Legtslative Committee 

Chairman Lame reported the recommendations of his committee 
on each proposal. The Chair asked that consideration be given to 
the intent of the proposals rather than to the exact wording. 
Proposal No. 1 

Designed promarily to take care of the work of Planning Boards 
by adding certain phrases to broaden the function of engineering. 
The Legislative Committee recommended to add “City and 
Regional Planning” after the word “Mapping,” also that the 1n- 
sertion of semicolons be given careful consideration. Engineer 
Phillips, of Steuben Chapter, asked for the insertion of the words 
“reconstruction and maintenance” between “construction” or “op- 
eration.” Chairman Lame stated that this is covered by the word 
“alterations” already in the law. 

On motion duly carried, Proposal No. 1 was accepted. 
Proposal No. 2 

Designed to prohibit county, town and other officers from ac- 
cepting certain papers for filing without the seal of a Licensed 
Engineer. The Legislative Committee concurred with the action 
of the Executive Committee in favoring this proposal. 

On motion duly carried, Proposal No. 2 was adopted. 
Proposal No. 3 (Divided into two parts) 

On the second part, the Legislative Committee concurred with 
the action of the Executive Committee in favoring this. The 
proposal is to provide for the appointment of a Secretary to the 
Board of Examiners, compensation to be not less than $5000 or 
more than $10,000. 

On motion duly carried, the second portion of Proposal No. 3 
was approved. 

The first part of Proposal No. 3 covered two matters, the re- 
vision of the law taking away from the Regents the appointment 
of the Board and placing it in the hands of the Governor; and 
second, the limiting of the term of office of members of the Board. 
Chairman Lame reported that the Legislative Committee would 
be glad to study this matter further, if so charged. 

Moved by Fairman that the matter be referred back to the 
Committee for further study and that they inform us whether in 
their judgment it would be possible to get through the Legislature 
this year either or both of the two points incorporated in this part 
of Proposal No. 3. Seconded by Sheridan. Motion carried. 
Proposal No. 4 

The Legislative Committee, composed of eleven members, voted 
to withhold action on this bill as a whole, the voting being eight 
in favor of delaying action, one negative, and two not voting. 

On motion duly carried, the report of the Legislative Com- 
mittee (to withhold action) was approved. 

Froposal No. 5 

The Legislative Committee, on a similar vote to the previous 
proposal, recommends that action on this proposal be delayed and 
the matter referred back to the Committee. 

Upon motion duly carried, the report of the Legislative Commit- 
tee (to withhold action) was approved. 

Before taking up Proposal No. 6, Engineer Fouhy moved that 
the bill passed two years since, providing for two examinations, 
or a similar bill, be brought forth again for legislative considera- 
tion. The motion was seconded. Chairman Lame stated that the 
Legislative Committee concurred in this. Motion put to vote and 
carried 
Proposal No. 6 

Designed to bring the Civil Practice Act as related to surveyors, 
etc., up to date, and increasing fees. The Legislative Committee, 
concurring with the Executive Committee, favored this proposal. 

Upon motion duly carried, Proposal No. 6 was approved. 
Proposal No. 7 

Designed to increase the scope of work of land surveyors. The 
Legislative Committee approved, concurring with the action of the 
Executive Committee. Engineer O’Brien, Chautauqua-Cattaraugus 
Chapter, asked that the definitions be clarified. Upon motion of 
Engineer Malkmus, Nassau Chapter, duly seconded and carried, 
Proposal No. 7 was approved. 

Proposal No. 8 

Providing for the future elimination of individually licensed 
land surveyors. The Legislative Committee concurred with the 
Executive Committee, approving this as a long range objective. 


THE AMERICAN ENGINEER 


It was moved and seconded that the recommendation of the 
Legislative Committee be adopted, that this be approved as a 
long range program and not for immediate adoption. 

Speaking in favor of the motion—Sheridan. Discussion by 
Diamond, O’Brien, Brady, and Riedel. 

Roll call vote—56 in favor, 16 opposed, 12 not voting. Motion 
carried. (Votes recorded by Acting Secretary Dorfman). 

At the request of Engineer Bruns, the Chair announced the 
recommendations of the Executive Committee on each proposal. 

Chairman Lame of the Legislative Committee stated that his 
committee approved the recommendation of the Bronx Chapter 
that an amendent be proposed to the General Corporation Law, 
Section 9, to include provisions similar to those of Section 1461 of 
Article 55 of the Education Law, prohibiting the use of the word 
“Engineering” in corporate titles except under certain conditions. 
It was moved, seconded and carried that the Legislative Com- 
mittee be instructed to prepare such an amendment. 

Chairman Lame read the proposed amendment submitted by 
the Queens County Chapter, which would prohibit local officials 
irom requiring supplementary qualifications of engineers, and stated 
that the Legislative Committee required further study on this. 
Engineers Bruns, Queens County Chapter, withdrew the recom- 
mendation for consideration at this meeting. 

On the general subject of legislation, Engineer Roche urged the 
adoption of new machinery to secure cooperation of other engineer- 
ing societies. 

Moved by Riedel, seconded and carried, that the report of the 
Legislative Committee be adopted. 


RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE 


No resolutions submitted. 

Moved by Engineer Lilien, Queens County Chapter, that the 
Chair appoint a committee to wait upon the Mayor of the City of 
New York and upon the Civil Service Commission of the City of 
New York, with a view to discourage the holding of examinations 
as they are now set up for the positions in the City Planning De- 
partment; that the positions advertised be recognized as engineer- 
ing positions; and that the requirements be such that only en- 
gineers may fill such positions; and that in case of failure to 
persuade these authorities to change their previous action, further 
steps be taken to prevent the giving of these examinations in their 
present form. Motion Carried. Speaking in favor of the motion— 
Johnson, Bruns, Fouhy, Speyer, McDonald (Erie County). Dis- 
cussion by Diamond, Wadsworth (Rochester), Fairman. The 
Chair explained the situation and read the advertisement for the 
position of the City Planning Department Director. Motion put 
to vote and carried. 

It was moved, seconded and carried that an appropriate resolu- 
tion be drawn, expressing the appreciation and thinks of the State 
Society for the generous hospitality of the Monroe County Chapter, 
the host at this Convention. 


MINUTES OF REGULAR MEETING OF KINGS COUNTY 
CHAPTER OF THE NEW YORK STATE SOCIETY 
OF PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERS HELD 
AT THE BROOKLYN ENGINEER’S 
CLUB, NOVEMBER 16, 1939 


James F. Fairman, President, presided 
GeorcE A. DorFMAN, Secretary, recorded 


Communication dated November 15, from Thomas S. Holden, 
President of the New York Building Congress, Inc. inviting our 
members to attend a luncheon meeting on November 29, 1939 at 
which John P. Coyne, new president of the Building and Con- 
struction Trades Department of the AFL will speak on the sub- 
ject of “Jurisdictional Disputes in the Building and Construction 
Industry.” President Fairman said if there were any members 
present who cared to attend that meeting he would be glad to 
send their names in to the Congress. 

Communication was read dated November 11, 1939 from a mem- 
ber Engr. A. S. Reynolds requesting enforcement of the state law 
with regards to the listings of other than licensed professional 
engineers in the Red Book, a publication by the Reuben H. Don- 
nelly Corporation. President Fairman announced that the Secre- 
tary had the matter in hand and would receive proper attention. 

Communication was read dated November 13, 1939 from Engr. 
Frederick H. Zurmuhlen, President of the State Society, calling for 
attention to an advertisement in The City Record appearing on 
November 8 calling for an examination for position of City Plan- 
ning Director—the action be taken immediately by chapters in the 
Metropolitan Area with proper authorities, noting that duties of 
position as advertised call for responsibilities which by state law 
can only be assumed by a licensed professional engineer or reg- 
istered architect and in addition are prejudicial to the general 
welfare of the citizens of Greater New York and a menace to the 
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life, health and property, protesting to the Mayor as well as to 

the Municipal Civil Service Commission. It was moved by Engr. 

Van Olinda, seconded and carried, that the President be authorized 

to inform the municipal Civil Service Commission, and the ap- 

propriate City and State officials, that it is the conviction of Kings 

County Chapter that the City Planning Director should be re- 

quired to be a licensed Professional Engineer or registered Archi- 

tect. Engr. Lewis moved to amend the motion to include that of 

Associate City Director, or any other title under city planning. 

The Amendment was accepted by Engr. Van Olinda. Motion 

carried. 

President Fairman announced the personnel of the Chapter’s 
Nominating Committee present and since there was a quorum, to 
meet after the meeting and elect a chairman, and hoped that since 
their election they had been observing prospective candidates for 
officers and directors for the ensuing year. 

Chairman Sewall of the Membership Committee announced that 
there were present five non-members as a result of his mailing out 
Guest Cards and upon the request of the President were re- 
quested to rise to receive his official welcome and hoped that if 
they enjoyed the way we hold meetings to signify their intention 
by signing on the dotted line. 

The next order of business concerned itself with a discussion 
of the various legislative proposals for modification of the state 
education laws relative to professional engineering practice. 

Chairman Freeman of the Legislative Committee reported the 
recommendations on each proposal. President Fairman asked that 
consideration be given to the intent of the proposals rather than to 
the axact wording. 

PROPOSAL No. 1—Designed primarily to take care of the work 
of Planning Boards by adding certain phrases to broaden the 
function of engineering. On motion duly carried the Chapter 
endorses in substance and requests further clarification. 

PROPOSAL No. 2—Designed to prohibit county, town and other 
officers from accepting certain papers for filing without the 
seal of a Licensed Professional Engineer. On motion duly 
carried the Chapter endorses in substance and requests further 
clarification. 

PROPOSAL No. 3—Designed to provide tor the appointment. of 
a Secretary to the Board of Examiners. compensation to be 
not less than $5,000. On motion of Engr. Burke it was voted 
to add that the compensation be not more than $10,000. With 
regard to the alternate proposal of the minority recommenda- 
tion of the State Executive Board taking away from the 
Regents the appointment of the Board and placing it in the 
hands of the Governor, and, limiting the term of office of 
members of the Board, it was voted that nothing be done at 
this legislative session 

PROPOSAL No. 4—Designed to amend the education law in re- 
lation to qualifications for licensing professional engineers. On 
motion duly carried the Chapter voted to hold for further 
study and consideration by the Chapters and that no change 
be made this year. 

PROPOSAL No. 5—Designed to bring the Civil Practice Act as 
related to surveyors, etc., up to date, and increasing fees. On 
motion duly carried the Chapter endorses in substance. 

PROPOSAL No. 6—The Suffolk County recommendation de- 
signed to increase the scope of land surveyors, and the 
minority recommendation of the State Executive Committee 
providing for the future elimination of individually licensed 
land surveyors. On motion duly carried the Chapter voted 
to refer this proposal back to the State Legislative Committee 
for further discussion and clarification to avoid conflict with 
definition of professional engineering, and does approve in 
principal as a long range objective. 

President Fairman announced that he had written quite a 
lengthy letter to President Zurmuhlen of the State Society on the 
subject of legislation and after reading it in its entirety to the 
Chapter members comment pro and con was discussed at length, 
with the result that a unanimous vote of confidence was given

LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE SUMMARY 

We present herewith a brief summary of a report submitted by 
Chairman Perry Ford, showing the activities of our Legislative 
Committee during the recent regular session of the 93rd General 
Assembly. 

Acceptance of Plans, etc. Senate Bill No. 184, Mr. Pollock. 
This bill provided that no plans, specifications, etc. could be ac- 
cepted by any political sub-division, Board, officer, or individual 
unless such plans, etc. were prepared by someone legally au- 
thorized to do so (professional engineer or architect). 

This bill was reported out favorably by the committee in the 
Senate and was placed on the calendar, but never reached the 
Senate floor for consideration. The major cause for this was the 
simultaneous introduction in the House of Representatives of a 
revised Architects Registration Bill. Identical language was con- 
tained in each bill relating to exemptions. We felt that had 
the two bills not appeared simultaneously, and had there not been 
the apparent conflict in them, we could have secured approval ot 
our measure. The bill should be attempted again with assurances 
of no conflicting legislation. 

County Board of Revision. Senate Bill No. 272, Mr. Hoffman. 
This bill was designed to provide for the appointment of a County 
Board of Revision relative to complaints against valuation or as- 
sessments on real property. The bill as drawn specified that the 
Board consist of the Chairman of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, the County Treasurer, and one other member selected by 
them. 

The Society concurred in the principles set out in the bill but 
felt that the character of the services to be performed by the Board 
involved engineering principles, and your Committee insisted that 
the third member should be a registered professional engineer. 
The bill as originally drawn passed the Senate but, through our op- 
position to its present form, was defeated in the House committee. 

Engineers Registration Act. Senate Bill No. 172, Mr. Reiners. 
This bill was designed to re-open the Grandfather Clause in the 
Engineers Registration Act. 

The bill was vigorously opposed and was killed in committee. 
A substitute bill was later introduced, however, and passed out 
favorably by the committee. This bill did not re-open the Grand- 
father Clause but extended Section 1083-24 (exemptions to the 
Act) to include design and construction of additions or altera- 
tions. This bill never reached the floor of the Senate. 

Diversion of Gasoline Tax. Senate Bill No. 40 and House Bill 
No. 122. These were concurrent bills to permit a diversion of 
gasoline tax receipts for direct relief instead of being used for 
road and street purposes. This bill attracted widespread atten- 
tion, and was finally passed in amended form as Senate Bill No. 
40 Permitting a diversion of 25% of the funds derived from gaso- 
line and motor vehicle revenues by counties for direct relief. It 
carried with it an emergency clause and is now effective. 

This is another bill which was vigorously opposed and our ap- 
preciation is extended to the County Engineers Section, of which 
Mr. Leon E. Wolford, Lancaster, is Chairman; Mr. J. Nelson 
Jones, Eaton, Secretary; and Mr. A. S. Porter, Cleveland, Chair- 
man of the Legislative Committee, for the splendid help they gave 
in opposing this bill, 

County Engineer's Employees. House Bill No. 67, Mr. Wood. 
This bill required that all employees of the County Engineer be 
paid out of the Road Fund instead of, as at present, in part out 
of the General Fund. The bill was looked upon by the County 
Engineers Section as a “diversion bill,” but the least objectionable 
of this type of bill submitted. The bill was defeated in committee. 

Ear-marking Road Funds. House Bill No. 122, Mr. McGregor. 
This bill was designed to remove all ear-marking of road funds, 
and to permit their transfer to any other fund for any purpose. 
This bill was likewise opposed by the County Engineers Section, 
and was killed in committee. 

Repaying Special Assessments. Hovse Bili No. 362, Mr. Eirick. 
This bill provided for the diversion of 25% of the road funds for 
the purpose of repaying special assessments. The bill died in the 
House committee. Senate Bill No. 84, Mr. Pollock, differed in 
certain phases but was principally the same as House Bill No. 
362. This bill also was defeated. 

Another Diversion Bill. House Bill No. 256, Mr. Simpson and 
Mr. Milligan. This bill provided that approximately 20% of the 
County road funds be transferred to the general fund. The bill 
died in cominittee. 

County Funds to Townships. House Bill No. 578, Mr. LeFever. 
This bill provided for the transfer of approximately 45% of the 
county road funds to the townships for work on the township 
road system. The County Engineers Section recognized the town- 
shin’s problems but urged its defeat. The bill died in committee. 
..County Engineers’ Salaries. House Bill No. 657, Mr. Buckley. 
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This bill revises the salary schedule of the County Engineer to a 
more equitable basis. The bill received the complete support of 
your Committe but the administration economy drive prevented 
its passage. 

County Sanitary Engineer. House Bill No. 667, Mr. Albers. 
This bill was designed to amend Section 6602-1 of the General 
Code and designated the County Engineer as the Sanitary Engineer 
for his county. The conditions of the bill are now in effect in 85 
of the 88 counties, and its passage was urged by the County 
Engineers Section for the purpose of making uniform operation of 
the county offices throughout the State. The bill was defeated im 
committee. 

Mr. Ford also takes this opportunity to express the appreciation 
of the Legislative Committee tor the splendid cooperation and as- 
sistance rendered by County Engineers Section, Municipal Engi- 
neers Section, and the various local societies throughout the State. 

You can see from this report that more effort and energy 1s 
required in the opposition to objectionable and destructive bills 
than is required to foster new legislation to our interest. 

We believe that the operation of this Committee alone is suf- 
ficient justification for the existence of the Society and is also suf- 
ficient reason for the active support of every registered engineer 


in the State.

On September 8, Districts No. 1, 2, 3 and 9 of the O.S.P.E. met 
in joint session at the Hotel Tulsa in Tulsa, for the beginning of a 
two-day session for these groups of engineers. 

Chairman Robson opened the meeting by the introduction of 
President Henry J. Darcey, Secretary B. F. Danner, District 
Chairman Harold Yerby of District No. 1, District Chairman Ross 
Taylor of District No. 3, Jess Swaze, Secretary of District No. 
9, and National Director Glenver McConnell. Board members of 
O.S.P.E. were also introduced as follows: Wm. Wolfe, Muskogee; 
C. D. Watson, Tulsa; R. L. Phillips, Oklahoma City; Ren G. 
Saxton, Stillwater; George J. Stein, Miami; and Wm. R. Wooten, 
Tulsa. The president and secretary of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers, Frank Hermann and D. L. Wilson, both of Okla- 
homa City, were among others introduced. 

Engineer Glenver McConnell made the address of welcom:. 
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While he deplored the apathy on the part of some engineers in 
attending meetings regularly, he also stressed the splendid work 
of others who have been always willing and ready to lend their 
utmost efforts toward accomplishing the aims of the Society. 

Engineer Harold Yerby, of Poteau, gave a short talk relative 
to District No. 1, in which he indicated that there was a real de- 
mand for engineers in his district. He especially invited the en- 
gineers to meet with his group at a later date in Poteau. 

Engineer Ross Taylor, of Bartlesville, in his report for District 
No. 3, stressed the idea of getting all registered engineers on the 
rolls of the Society. He stated that an immediate and intensive 
effort would be made on his part to bring this about. 

In reporting for District No. 9, Engineer Jess Swaze brought 
out the fact that Tulsa County, which comprises this district, 
shows up in the lower brackets in comparison with other districts 
from the standpoint of percentage of membership to number of 
registrants. 

President Darcey addressed the meeting on “Aims and Purposes 
of the O.S.P.E.” He stated that the engineering profession was 
still behind that of the lawyers and doctors in point of organiza- 
tion and requirements for registration. Much work of an engineer- 
ing nature still may be done by individuals without the require- 
ments of registration. Our laws in this respect need to be strength- 
ened before the public shall be fully protected. He also called at- 
tention to the need for engineers to become interested and active 
in public affairs to the end that they may not only broaden their 
own knowledge but, in turn, educate the public to the recognition 
of professional engineering as a necessary adjunct to public safety, 
welfare and convenience. He pointed out that engineers have been 
too prone to allow themselves to be relegated to the background 
while others have taken the benefits of their achievements. He 
exhorted the engineers to be aggressive and to lose no opportunity 
to advance the cause of their profession. 

Capt. H. A. Montgomery, U. S. Army Engineer Corps, gave a 
very interesting discourse on the various plans and projects now 
under way or in the course of development for his district. His 
office handles the greater part of the flood-control projects in 
Oklahoma and southern Kansas. 

The second day of the meeting was taken up by a visit to the 
Pensacola Dam on the Grand River, where those in charge as- 
sisted the engineers in viewing the development of this giant 
structure. About seventy members and guests took the trip.
